Stubbornly Insists That Italy be Given All She 
Demands Regardless of N ew States — May 
A sk Germany for Separate Peace — Italian 
Delegates Going Home. 


Paris, April 24.— Italian military forces will occupy 
that part of Dalmatia and other Adriatic territory named 
in the pact of London, with about one hundred thous­ 
and men, it is stated today by captain Pozzio, of Premier 
Orlando’s staff. 
A similar force, the captain added, will be sent to 
the northern region and around Fiume. 
Premier Orlando’s course in the meantime, Captain 
Pozzi says, will be to convene parliament in special ses­ 
sion, and secure from that body the passage of a meas­ 
ure 
providing for the annexation of Dalmatia. 


RUPTURE NOT COMPLETE 
Paris, April 24.—The 
French 
foreign office confirms a report 
that Orlando’s letter to Premier 
Clemenceau 
and 
Lloyd George, 
instead of announcing a complete 
rupture, asked whether, in view 
of the circumstances they consid­ 
ered useful further Italian parti­ 
cipation in the conference. 
It is stated the premiers will 
make a joint answer. 


W OULD APPROACH GERMANY |

Wilson, in which he states he is com­ 
pelled to withdraw from 
the peace 
conference 
after President W ilson’s 
action which is regarded as a depart­ 
ure from diplomatic 
customs 
and 
leaves the Italians no other course. 


STAND TOGETHER 
Paris, April 24.— It is said that 
Premier Lloyd George 
approves 
President 
Wilson’s 
statem ent 
without reserve, 
and that Pre­ 
mier Clemenceau 
has 
described 
it as admirable, and has said he 
would not change a word.

London. April 24.— With reference 
to the Italian claims, the Associated 
P re* learns that under the treaty of 
l ondon Italy was entitled to Trieste,

Dalmatia,

Fiume w as to po to Croatia. 
Great Britain has advised Italy in 
her own interests to forego some of 
her claims, hut if the Italians insist 
on their rights 
under 
the 
treaty. 
Great Britain and France are prepar­ 
ed to honor their signatures, in which 
case, as pointed out to Italy, Fiume 
must go to Croatia, 
It is understood 
that 
President 
Wilson issued his statement on his 
sole responsibility and that Premier 
Lloyd George 
and Premier Clemen­ 
ceau are still actively seeking to bring 
about an arrangement. 


VICTOR EMMANUEL APPROVES

cards for the purpose of redemption. 
The wording of all circulars which 
have been received by me are so sim­ 
ilar as to make it evident 
that the 
“ inspiration” came from 
the 
same 
source; i. c., those offers are from 
per pie who are either acting as agent 
for the same concern or have an agree­ 
ment with the same concern to take 
their purchases 
at 
some 
specified 
price. 
These transaction- ar. not only il­ 
legal, as the stamps are by law non­ 
negotiable, but are swindling in char­ 
acter as the original purchaser has the 
redemption facilities of the postoffice 
open to him in case of need, and can 
receive the full cash value instead of 
the swindling price being offered by 
these dealers.

The result of these observations and 
the 
knowledge 
gained

Wells, aa well as from a study of lo­ 
cal condition, will be embodied in a 
.-eries of articles which Mr. Love has 
been preparing for the Eagle. 
These 
articles will treat, m a rational way of 
local road conditions, and will advo­ 
cate a sensible, feasible method for bet­ 
tering the road.- of the county. 
This is the first article of the series: 
Comprehensive Flan. 
The citizens of Dallas county have 
iccentiy inaugurated a plan for what 
is p lia b ly cue most comprehensive 
y>t* m of highways yet devised for 
any community in tne south. The plan 
contemplates a $6,500,000 bond issue 
to be .-pent for the further develop­ 
ment of its present splendid system of 
highways. The m« thud used in arous­ 
ing the interest of the voters, and at 
tne same time giving them a voice in 
determining the system, appeals to us 
as the best that has been devised and j 
we submit it to our readers with the J 
suggestion that it be used for Brazos 
county. 
The fir.'t step in the “Dallas Plan” 
was the organization of a “Commit­ 
tee of A rrangem ent” consisting of one 
member from each of the commission- 
* rs precincts and a chairman from the 
city of Dalis*. 
The -econd step was an agreement 
between the committee and the corn­ 
in ssioners court that the county en­ 
gineer be allowed 
to 
devote such 
time as would be necessary for the 
working out of a comprehensive sys­ 
tem of highways. The state highway 
uepartment wa.- requested to lend the 
services o f their district engineer and 
an appeal w as made to the federal dis­ 
trict engineer to lend his assistance. 
These engineers, J. F. Will, county en­ 
gineer of Dallas county. E. C. Connor, 
state district highway engineer and 
Captain J. D. Fauntleroy, federal dis­ 
trict engineer, made a careful investi­ 
gation of the pre>eirt 
road system . 
They determined by a traffic census, 
the ’present traffic on each road, es­ 
tim ated its probable increase and se­ 
lected the type of road best suited 
to the local conditions. 
The plan de­ 
termined upon was a system of radial 
roads (practically ail of which are at 
present improved) leading in all di­ 
rections from the city of Dallas and 
inter-connected with two 
belt 
lines, 
one a short distance inside of Ute coun­ 
ty limits and the other just outside 
of the limits of the city of Dallas. The 
engineers then made a careful esti­ 
mate of the cost of each of these 
roads. 
No attem pt was made to ad­ 
just the total cost to a preconceived 
idea of what should be spent but the 
sum of the costs of each, as estimated, 
was made the total necessary for the 
improvements. 
This plan and esti­ 
mate was not intended to be final ex­ 
cept as to the general location and 
type of road to be built in each case. 
Readjustments are contemplated but 
not to the extent of eliminating any 
roads or changing their type. 
The 
engineers believe their estim ates are 
safe and that in no case will the cost 
rot ti the estimate. 
In making their 
report the engineers w'ere governed 
by th 
following factors: 
(I) The correlation of the principal 
highways of the county with the trunk 
lines of the state highways system, 
w ith particular reference to the high­ 
way development now planned in the 
countie- adjoining Dallas county. This 
plan will secure the maximum amount 
of state and federal aid. 
(J) 
The development of an intra- 
county system which witB a mini­ 
mum mileage improved, will roach and 
serve the maximum rural, semi-rural 
and surbun population. 
(3) 
The selection, in each case, of 
a specific type of surface best suited 
to the traffic demands of each high­ 
way, taking into consideration all of 
the economic factors m at govern the 
.-election of a road t> pe ami utilizing 
wherever po>-oble all existing road­ 
beds. 
The “Committee on Arrangem ents” 
kept in touch with the engineers at the 
proper time the third step was under­ 
taken. The member* of tne coni mute, 
called conventions in each of the vot­ 
ing precinct- in the county and at 
these conventions delegates were elect­ 
ed to a county convention held at a 
later date. As much publicity as pos- 
- hie was given the proposed bond is­ 
sue before these precinct conventions 
but no attem pt was made 
to control 
them by the arrangem ent committee! 
On the other hand they were tncour- 
aged to exercise every right in the 
organization, in the selection of dele­ 
gati > and in the instructions given 
for guidance in the county convention. 
The representation frj|pi each of the 
precincts was based upon the number 
of votes cast in the last democratic 
primary election. 
The fourth step was the presenta­ 
tion of the rtport to the county con­ 
vention where, after thorough discus­ 
sion, (the engineers being present to 
answer any questions) the report was 
unanimously adopted. 
The fifth step was a request by the 
conventions that the commissioners 
court call an election for the bond is- 
-ue. 
The necessary legal steps were 
th a i taken and the election called for 
May 5th. 
Dallas county now has some of the 
best roads iii the 
tate and with this 
additional $6.500,(KM) and 
such -tate 
und federal aid as may be secured, one 
of the best systems ever devised for 
any locality in the United States will 
be obtained, 
Mr. W itt is an excep­ 
tionally able highway engineer 
and 
Dallas county was additionally fortu­ 
nate in securing the assistance 
of 
such able men as Mr. Conner and Capt. 


Fauntleroy. 
Brazos county can also 
.secure the assistance of state and fed­ 
eral engineers and if their recommen­ 
dations are followed, the maximum of 
state and federal aid will be insured. 
We have been assured by Mr. Duren, 
state highway 
engineer 
and 
Capt. 
Fauntleroy, federal district engineer, 
that they will gladly absist us in the 
.^election and location of our roads and 
in determining the type best suited, if 
we will first make a careful traffic 
census on each of the roads likely to 
be included in our system. 
The absolute ju.-tice of the “Dallas 
Plan” to every community 
in 
the 
county appeals to us as being one of 
the greatest constructive ideas ever 
advanced for improved highways and 
w’e believe that 
the people of this 
county' should be given a sim ilar op­ 
portunity' to decide the same question. 
The plan for a system of highways 
recommended to the Bryan and Brazos 
county commercial association by its 
committee should give this county all 
of the roade needed at present but the 
relative importance of these roads can 
only be determined by a census. 
It 
contemplates just such a radical sys­ 
tem as has been recommended for Dal­ 
las county. 
However, our conditions 
are different from Dallas county and 
we believe that careful survey by a 
competent engineer should be made of 
the proposed roads and th at all de­ 
posits of suitable road m aterial should 
be investigated before any estim ates 
are made. We are informed that the 
constriction of some of the roads rec­ 
ommended by the highway committee 
will depend entirely upon the possibil­ 
ity of using local m aterial 
and any 
proposition submitted to the voters of 
the county should specify just what 
roads are to be improved and the char­ 
acter and extent of the improvement.

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NEED OE FOOD PRODUCTION 


Herbert Hoover reports 8 6 ,SOO,GUO 
people in Europe in actual need ot 
food. The dependence of these people 
until crops shall be raised in their 
own countries, will be mainly upon the 
United States. 
The problem is hoi 
that of merely feeding 86,500,000 peo­ 
ple once, but of feodinj^them every 
day until they shall becmne self-sus­ 
taining. The United States, of course, 
does not shrink from its task. 
in 
peace, as well as in war, it will con­ 
serve and save at home in order that 
there shall be the least possible want 
abroad. 
Germany, Austria, Turkey, 
and Bulgaria were enemy countries 
the other day; they are not particular­ 
ly friendly today; but the people of 
the lands still, for convenience, known 
by those names, ai-e not to be allowed 
to famish. 
The United States is de­ 
pended upon to furnish these, in com­ 
mon with the people 
of the 
allied 
countries still in distress, with food. 
It can be done, but it cannot be done 
without causing a great 
deficit 
at 
home unless the spirit that prevailed 
during the war shall be renewed. The 
American people of all classes must 
return to gardening once more. 
Ev­ 
ery pound of foodstuffs raised on 
the vacant or the back lot frees a 
pound raised somewhere by the gen­ 
eral farmer or gardener. 
Home gar­ 
dening is often the subject of light re­ 
mark, and the home gardener is often 
a butt for the local joker; but the fact 
remains that in the home gardens of 
the United States last year. as a re­ 
sult principally of the work of ama­ 
teurs, millions of tons were, in the 
aggregate, added to the w'orld’s food 
supply. 
Aside from this, there is anothei 
and an urgent call for an increased 
acreage in farm cultivation. 
There 
should be no idle fields or tracts this 
year. The world must be fed, and the 
United States must, of necessity, play 
a large part in the feeding of it. 
Dis­ 
content is broadcast, and it is largely 
due to want so generally prevalent in 
the war-worn nations. 
Even employ­ 
ment does not supply this want. 
Mil­ 
lions of people who are willing to w’ork 
must, nevertheless, go on short ra­ 
tions. 
The sooner this condition is 
relieved the better it will 
be 
for 
world tranquility. 
One great advantage, this year, is 
that the seas are open. 
Another is 
that new shipping is being rapidly ad­ 
ded to the supply fleet. Germany ha 
been brought to terms in the matter 
of furnishing transportation for food­ 
stuffs to meet her ow-n needs. 
There 
is no reason to doubt that, under the 
system which Mr. Hoover and his as­ 
sistants have established, the work ol 
distribution will be carried on effi­ 
ciently. 
To the United States the way is 
open and clear. 
What has been done 
can be repeated and improved on. The 
experience gained in agriculture, by 
professionals and amateurs alike dur­ 
ing the last four years, when intensive 
farming has been practiced to a great­ 
er degree than ever before in the 
history of the I nited States, should 
be drawn upon this spring for the 
production of record crops. 


profiteer), organizers of trust and so 
forth.

They favor an eight-hour 
hay and good wages for city dwellers, 
but expect farmers to toil from twelve 
to fifteen hour- per day and to be sat­ 
isfied with the bare necessities of life. 
Farmers rejoice with town and city 
people over short hours 
and fairly’ 
good w ages, and 
cannot 
understand 
why tin se people expect to be fed at 
Irs" than cost of production. 
Farmers 
realize that laboring people in towns 
and cities must be properly fed, cloth­ 
ed and housed, and cannot understand 
why those who till the soil should not 
be shown the -ame considration. 
In 
other words, farmers see 
no reason 
why town and city people should ex­ 
pect them to be satisfied with less 
than the laboring man 
in town and 
city enjoy *. Unless the present farm ­ 
ers do receive sufficient 
money for 
their farm produce to enable them to 
enjoy' the necessities and some of the 
comfort'' cf life, they will move to 
town to join the ex-farmers now liv­ 
ing in town.” 


GOOD ROADS HELP SCHOOLS 


Some farmers oppose 
good 
roads 
and object to paying taxes for the 
maintainence of good roads and these 
same farmers complam at the lack of 
school advantages given their children 
in rural districts. 
This class fail to realize that one of 
the advantages uf good roads is the 
improvement of the country school. 
Jn Texas the country school term 
is placed, as far as possible, so that 
the children may help gather the cot­ 
ton crop, which is usually out by De­ 
cember I. 
This places the school ses­ 
sion during that part of th** year in 
which bad weather and resulting bad 
roads are most common. 
Everyone 
knows that where children have to 
go to school from a distant* cold, bad 
weather means being kept at home, 
and the effect is to have the school at 
a time when the children can go to it 
the least. 
Records of se\**n district school- 
in one county before and aftt r the 
improvement of the roads showed an 
increase of attendance amounting to 
30 percent of the scholu tic populatio: 
ana following the improvement of tie 
roads several district- consolidated* 
thus changing from a one-teacher ba 
sis to the graded school w ith a princi­ 
pal and competent assistance, giving 
the children the same educational ad 
vantages as city children. 
In anothei 
county with at least 40 pc recent of th*! 
scholastic population in fanning com 
munitics 
the* 
enrollment 
increased 
more than one thousand, follow nu 
the improvement of the road-, and th- 
daily attendance arose from 60 to OO 
percent. 
The road which can be conveniently 
used every day in the y e a r mak* 
if 
possible to bring cuildren from great**) 
distances and makes attendance rev 
ular. 
It enables districts to consoli­ 
date and bail*I good 
school house.**

SHELL 
IN A 
NUT 


At this time no question is of more 
importance to the southern farmer 
than is the cotton question. 
Shall he 
reduce his cotton acreage or not is a 
vital question just at this time. 
There are conflicting opinions, and 
while it is safe to state that the ma­ 
jority of those best informed unhes­ 
itatingly state that the prosperity of 
the south depends on the southern cot­ 
ton farmer reducing his cotton acreage 
there are others who advise him to 
not do so. 
Anent this question the following 
from the Progressive Farmer, one ot 
the best farm papers in the south will 
not be amiss. 
This conservative pub­ 
lication says: 
“There is no more important prob­ 
lem before! the south today than that 
of getting fair prices for the south s 
cotton crop. 
The prosperity of out j 
merchants, bankers, and p rofession , 
men, as well a* the prosperity of oui J 
fanners depend upon the right -olu- j 
tion of this problem anu ail should in- j 
terest themselves ,n it. 
Of two proposition- there - * ms t< > 
be no reason for doubt: 
First, condition- are -u. h that - lid 
era of spot cotton -houl : not aril a 
present prices. 
Second, Condition- are such that the 
1919 crop acreage -houid be sharply 
cut— if possible, as much as 33 1-3 p** j 
cent. 
In other words, the pre.-ent crop be­ 
ing so short, must surely b r ng high* 
prices than now prevail; but planting 
the same acreage we planted last year 
might easily produce a crop so large 
as to make disastrously 
low 
price- 
next fall. 
This is the situation in a nutshell. 
Last year the south produced only 
156 pounds of lint cotton per acre. 
In 
1914 we made 209 pounds per acre, or 
exactly one-third more per acre than 
last year—which means that if last 
year’s acre yield had bei n as good 
in 1914, our crop would have been 
’5,600.000 bales instead of 11.700.000. 
Or it means that if we plant last 
year’s acreage this year and the yield 
as good as in 1914, we will nave 
15.600.000 bales to m ark et instead of 
11.700.000 as in the case of the present 
crop. 
W* must insist on fair prices for 
our 11,700,000 bale crop—and we are 
m f ident we shall get better prices 
han now obtain—but w<* can’t afford 
ri-k a 15,000,000 bale crop. 
To hold to the present crop and re*- 
ce the n**xt crop is manifestly there­ 
fore the one way to relieve the present 
otton situation; hut we hope the pres­ 
e t emergency will set us to thinking 
(bout ways to permanently increase 
he price of cotton.

“Manufacturers are limiting their 
output as far as possible, feeling that 
cheaper raw materials will come in 
time,” Mr. Marshall said.

buying from hand to mouth, and ‘John

The same applies 
to building materials. 
“Mark this: We’re never going back 
to Aug. I, 1914.

Paris, April 23.—The allied and associated governments have 
informed the German government, through General Eudant, at 
Spa, that they are ready to receive the German delegates at 
Versailles April 28.

FACTS ABOUT DEADLOCK. 
Paris, April 23.—The facts of the deadlock over Italian claims 
in Adriatic are, according to the.Petit Parisien as follows: Presi­ 
dent Wilson proposed that Flume which is not mentioned in the 
treaty of London should be a free city, but attached to the Jugo 
Slav customs system, and that the London treaty be subjected 
to a total revision. Italy refused to accept this proposal where­ 
upon Wilson withdrew, leaving Italy alone with the representa­ 
tives of the other signatories. 
Baron Sonnino said he was not ready to discuss a revision 
of the London treaty. Premiers Clemenceau and Lloyd George 
said they were ready to adhere, purely and simply to the treaty 
of London, at the same time seeking a means of conciliation. 
Wilson is said to have changed his view in regards to Fiume 
and is now inclined to give it absolutely to Jugo Slavia. 
The President contends that new states have beep created 
for which Fiume is the natural outlet to the sea. The president also 
contends that the strategetic necessity pleaded in behalf of Italy’s 
claims to the Dalmatian island no longer prevails, as the Austrian 
naval menace has ceased to exist. 


ORLANDO THREATENS RETURN 
Paris, April 23.—Premier Orlando 
threatens to return to Italy, unless 
there is a satisfactory adjustm ent of 
the Fiume and Dalmation questions. 
Premier Lloyd George is trying to 
persuade the Italian leader to remain 
in Paris longer, while he continues his 
efforts to reconcile the opposing view 
points.

BAIKAL, RUSSIA'S 


AFTER LONG HIKE 


M ore Human Sacrifices 
Said to Have Been 
M ade on Island in the 
Lake, Which is One of 
the 
Largest 
Fresh 
Water Bodies in the 
World, 
Than 
A ny 
Other Place on Earth. 


Irkutsk, Siberia, April 22.—Amori- 
san railroad engineers who will doubt­ 
less come to Siberia in large numbers 
in connection with tho reorganization 
of the trans-Siberian railway will have 
much to do with the region of the 
famous Lake Baikal which is skirted 
on the south and south-east by tin' 
great Russian railroad. 
It is possible 
in tho w inter months to cross the lake 
on sleds, thus varying the monotony 
of tho long journey, and in summer 
by em barking on a steamer. But the 
builders of tho railroad found it de­ 
ft’ cab!e to have a safe, all-rail pass­ 
age to \ ladivostek. so the way was 
hewed through ranges of hills. 
The 
tunnels are now guarded by Japanese 
troops, 
Baikal, which is one of the largest 
fr< sh w ater lakes 
n the 
world, is 
called “ 1'he Holy Sea" by the Rus­ 
sians who live in its vicinity. 
It is 
only exceeded in size by the American 
lakes Superior, Michigan and Huron 
and bj Lake Ny ansa in Africa. 
In 
contour it resembles the human heart. 
It attains at certain points the great 
depth of 3185 feet. 
A number ot islands may be seen 
as one crosses the w ater in the nav- 
igable season. 
The Buriats, descend­ 
ants of the Mongolians, who are found 
numerously in the Baikal region, have 
a superstitious reverence for the is­ 
land of Olkhon as being the residence 
of the infernal divinity, Begdozy, who 
is supposed to have under his care 
the souls of the damned. 
The scien­ 
tist, Gheorghii, who visited the island 
in 1772, declared that at no place in 
the then known world wert* so many 
sacrifices 
made as on this 
island. 
According to another Mongolian tra ­ 
dition, Olkhon was the domain 
and 
home of the ancient hero, Genghis- 
Khan. 
Americans who have seen the rocky 
human profile in the white mountains 
of New Hampshire would be interest­ 
ed in the spectacle 
on 
the eastern 
shore of the lake, to the north of Cape 
Holy, where the summit of a perpen­ 
dicular column of jagged rock resem ­ 
bles the colossal head of a man, with 
long nose, and with the eyes repre­ 
sented by profound and sombre cavi­ 
ties. In the crevasse which marks the 
mouth flocks 
of 
cormorants 
build 
their nests. 
The idolatrous Bouriat priests and 
the Llama priests regard the subma­ 
rine rock situated near 
the 
point 
where the mighty Angara river finds 
its source in Lake Baikal as being es­ 
pecially sacred. They hold it to be 
the refuge of the “ Invincible White 
God,” and offer up many sacrifices. 
The w ater is pure and transparent. 
The climate is rigorous. The summer 
is short and the nights for the most 
part are cold. In winter the tem pera­ 
ture falls to 40 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. 
Violent winds driving 
from the Arctic region produce short, 
perpendicular waves which, during 
storm, reach a height of seven feet. 
Fish are abundant and a welcome food 
to the people.

REDUCE COTTON ACREAGE 
D. E. Waggoner, president of the 
Security National bank of Dallas, is 
one of the leading bankers 
of 
the 
state, and among the foremost bus­ 
iness men of the south. 
His opinion, 
therefore, is worth serious considera­ 
tion when he says: 
“The cotton planting season is now 
upon us. The rainfall has been abun­ 
dant in all parts of the cotton grow­ 
ing area. 
With a normal 
acreage 
those in position to know say the pro­ 
duction would 
be 15,000,000 bales. 
We have now 8,000,000 bales left over 
from the 1018 crop. 
Under the most 
favorable conditions 
we 
could not 
hope to sell the world’s spinners over 
16,000,000 bales. 
If we plant a nor­ 
mal acreage low prices will be inevi­ 
table because of an over supply. 
“No m istake m ust be made; the 
acreage m ust be 
reduced. 
Every 
banker and every business man, as 
well as every farm er in the country 
is vitally interested. 
Every one who 
has pledged to reduce 
the 
acreage 
must take it upon himself to see that 
others do likewise. 
“ I have enough confidence in the 
men of the south to believe they will 
not bring disaster upon 
themselves 
and their country by planting so much 
cotton that the price will go to the 
low ebb of 1914. 
W ith a small crop 
we may hope to receive 
the 
high 
prices of 1917 and 
1918. 
Twenty 
bales of cotton at 20 cents, with $15 
per bale for harvesting, produces a 
net revenue of $1700, 
wnile 
forty 
bales at IO cents per pound produces 
but $1400, and the cost of production 
has been greater. 
Farm ers may raise 
other crops on their lands very suc­ 
cessfully, but it is better that the 
land should remain idle than to be 
planted in cotton. Eventually we may 
nave legislation to protect the cotton 
growers, but this year we have not, 
so we must work out our own salva­ 
tion with fear and trembling. 
The 
remedy is reduction of acreage. 
It 
has been agreed upon throughout the 
south. 
Now, at planting 
time 
we 
must see that we plant one-third less 
cotton.”

“Make up packs and be ready to 
move in fifteen minutes.” 
I awoke 
with a sta rt in response to the “top’s’’ 
command, from a sleep 
filled with 
horrors from the memories of the road 
to the front.’ says Paul A. Hill, 
a 
Bryan boy who has recently returned 
from overseas. 
Mr. Hill was with 
the 55th infantry of the 7th division, 
and saw much service in the St. Mihiel 
and Puvenelle sectors. 
“ For days we had tram ped through 
rain and mud, from ankle 
to knee 
deep,” says Mr. Hill.” 
It was cold 
and wet, and we were 
on a forced 
march to relieve a unit on the St. 
Mihiel front which had been in the 
trenches many days. 
"It would seem to one 
who 
has 
never been through such experiences 
and undergone such trials 
that 
it 
Would be impossible for men to go 
through what we dill, and that no set 
of men could be ready for the hike 
within fifteen minutes after the pro­ 
te u s day’s marching ami hard work. 
But one of the characteristics of the 
American doughboy was to do things 
if they had to be done and when the 
15 minutes were up our regim ent was 
ready to move. 
“The hands of rn ywatch showed the 
hour to be 3:15 in the morning, as the 
long column of Uncle Sam’s boys be­ 
gan the last stretch of the long hike 
that would end 
in 
the 
front 
line 
trenches. 
“W ith packs weighing 
85 pounds, 
our rifle, 500 rounds of ammunition, 
our “tin hats” and gas masks, and 
with a cold rain beating in our faces, 
it was more than a human being could 
seemingly endure to hold out long on 
the march. 
“With mud, always mud, and every­ 
where mud this column continued its 
march until ll o’clock at night, tired, 
hungry and desperate, we filed into 
the trenches, overlooking the German 
lines. 
“All was quiet, except now and then 
Fritz would send us a “GI” can. Fritz 
was very evidently saving his ammu­ 
nition and his energy to give us a 
welcome later and this he proceeded 
to give us later in the morning. 
“ As we entered the trenches I had 
the surprise of my 
life. 
Someone 
touchei! me on the arm and said. ‘Take 
this.’ 
I turned and there in that hell 
hole,* Infested with rats ami vermin I 
looked into the upturned face of an 
angel. Could I bi* m istaken ? 
A clos­ 
er look convinced me that I was cor­ 
rect. 
I was looking into the face ot 
a Salvation army lassie, with a bucket 
of coffee, and I was handed a cup. 
I bad made no mistake, she was an 
angel of love and mercy 
and 
good 
cheer, and my heart swelled within 
me as I thought of the brave, heroic 
deed she was doing, that I m ight have 
a little comfort. 
“Without a word I took the held-out 
cup and drained 
its 
contents. 
My 
heart was too full to speak. 
W hat a 
good sam aritan. 
She had almost Imt 
saved my life. 
Never was anything 
so effective, so delicious as that cup 
of coffee. There in all her sweet sim­ 
plicity, with her gas musk and little 
tin 
hat 
stood 
this 
little 
woman. 
rl nrough the blackness of the night I 
cou’d detect a smile on her upturned 
face. Can you imagine the sensation, 
toe thrill that I experienced. 
Seeing 
this brave little woman there in that 
hell and muck my determination grew 
to bear up and do my part, come what 
may, and carry on the best 
I 
could 
through 
tile 
terrible nerve-racking 
strain which we were being subjected, 
and to give my country the very best 
there was in me, to the last ounce of 
strength and the last effort that I was 
capable of exerting that women like 
the little angel there handing out cof­ 
fee to the tired and hungry dough­ 
boys might have a land wherein she 
and other women like her live in peace 
and happiness and safety. 
“After drinking my cup of coffee I

Roads is the Thing,” says a Wellborn 
high school girl, in an article on good 
roads. 
Miss 
Ola 
Williams, in the ninth 
grade of the Wellborn 
school, has 
written a splendid article and every 
farmer in Brazos county would do well 
to read W'hat this young lady has to 
say. 
When one reads such articles 
from the pen of the coming generation 
it makes one to hope for the future. 
Miss Williams says: 
The question of good roads has be­ 
come a universal one and should be 
of interest to everyone. 
The public 
roads 
constitute that 
part of the transportation 
system 
which comes closest to all people in 
their daily life, both in the town and 
the country. 
The country, however, is most af­ 
fected, because the public road is the 
sole means of transportation, 
when 
we have the boat landing, the railroad; 
and the interurban stations. Hence if 
we wish the benefits of modern p r o g ­ 
ress and civilization to be enjoyed by 
all, we must provide 
good 
public 
roads. 
It is hardly possible to estimate the 
benefits of good roads and how much 
it would help Brazos county. 
The cost of 
hauling is a problem 
that is before every workman. In or­ 
der to estim ate the cost per ton-mile 
on any kind of road it is necessary to 
know the size of load that can be 
drawn by a team, 
and 
the 
rate of 
wages for driver, team and wagon. In 
this way it is said that on unimproved 
roads it costs from twenty to thirty- 
five cents per ton-mile while on goo*’ 
roads it is only nine cents. Thus you 
.ce twenty cents could be saved. Anil 
very often on account of hauling far­ 
mers are forced to sell their product.' 
at a reduced price and usually have to 
pay more for their supplies. 
Objection is sometimes 
made 
to 
these estim ates on the cost of hauling 
farm products, because it is said that 
a farm er does his own hauling which 
does not really cost him anything 
This view is not only unbusinesslike 
but it is untrue. Is it not worth some­ 
thing for a farm er to haul a big load 
quickly instead of a small load slow­ 
ly? 
Why does he pay four or fix* 
hundred dollars for a team when he 
could secure one for 
two hundred? 
Why does he buy a heavy and expen; 
.-ive wagon when he could buy a Ugh. 
one for less money? 
As good roads 
are the chief necessity, it is useless 
to discuss the above question. 
Therefore every thrifty farm er en­ 
deavors to get such an outfit and he 
knows that is money well spent. 
The truth of the m atter is at this 
time the farm er must figure his time 
and efforts and those of his team as 
being worth something. 
He must put 
his work on a business basis as other 
business men do. 
When he does and 
figures it up he will find that good 
reads decrease the cost of hauling far 
more than they increase his taxes. 
Good roads save the “bad road tax" 
When a man pays a repair bill for a 
broki-n single tree, trace chain or a 
.■-mashed wheel 
and 
other accidents 
caused by mud holes and rough places 
in the road, he is paying a “bad road 
tax.” 
Take the automobile which is so 
common, a small repair due to bad 
roads would likely cost as much as 
a man’s taxes for one year. 
A man not only pays a bad road 
tax, but vehicles wear out more quick­ 
ly, his teams become broken down 
sooner. 
When a man pays a good road tax 
he is buying something. 
When he 
pays a “bad roads tax’’ it represents 
the destruction of property, 
it is 
just the same us if he puts his hand 
in his pocket , tokes out a ten-dollar 
bill and bums it. 
During wet weather fanners can do 
their freight or lay in supplies for 
his farm if he has good roads, if not 
their time is taken from the farm to 
do this. 
Good roads increases the value of 
land everywhere ami unite more peo­ 
ple and more investments in every lim* 
of development. 
W"hen a man wishes 
to buy a homi about the first question 
hi- risks is in regard to th** condition 
ut the public roads. 
Good road tend to increase the ru­ 
ral population, anil causes people to 
move from the cities to the country 
to furm /and in this way make coun­ 
try life a pleasant a town life. 
As 
well as improve our schools, churches 
and promote- better living conditions 
in the country, In fact, good roads 
bring us in contact 
with everybody 
everywhere. 
Since Tixat was the last state in the 
union to create a state highway d e ­ 
partment, 
let
